It is a 
simple remedy — a small cupful of the 
juice of tlie plantain weed, wliicli is to 
bofounil alotig every roatl tind in nearly 
every iloor yard in the country. 

.Inquirios mudo amon^ farmers and 
country people generally oliuitud the 
information that plantain wood is 
used extensively ftn- poiilticin<r to heal 
up ruuninir sores :tnd to oretik up 
cases of cliills and lever. Dr. A. II. 
Palmer of the town says ilmt a htunKul 
of plantain loaves mailo into a cup ol 
tea breaks up severe attacks uf cHinain 
malarial disorders when oiher sp. i i -s 
fail. Old inliabittmts say planiain 
leaves years ai;o wen; eoiisideroil a 
sure cure for liydroiiliobi.'i. Wood- 
choppors on the FlaLLekill, Marl- 
borough, and Shawanguuk Mouniains 
8av tlioy have long known that plan- 
tain juico would prevent fatal results 
'f^om the bite of a rattlesnake. Toads 
aifd' other animals know tho medioinsil 
properties of the plantain wend. When 
bitten by a snake tney invariably hop 
to vvliero tho specilic citi! bo found.

AVolf Killed — IScatilirnl ^U-ctic 
IMieiioineiia. 



Wliilo the first exploring party sent 
out by Liout. Greoly was on the way to 
Lincoln bay, lie was encouraged liy 
the open w:ucr in Hall's basin to send 
a boat ]):irlv, under Sergt. l>r:iinard, to 
Cape lku!c.iiy. Tho story that follows 
of their tripl and of camp life in the 
polar regions, is taken from Sergt. 
Rico's diary: 

This expedition to Capo Bccchy on- 
oountorod tha greatest dillieultios and 
oxperionced reiunrkablo uscapos from 
boiug crushed between tho over mov- 
ing and ohanging ioo-tlous that throat- 
oii"ed to close in on the i>arty. When 
Mount lieatifort, a few miles short of 
our destination, was retiehed, it was 
found iinpos.-iblo to return by water 
beiiauso of tho crowding iec. Conse- 
quently tho boat in which tho party 
had come was hauled upon tho ice- 
foot, whore it remained until August of 
next year, and so tin! return lo the sta- 
tion was m:id(^ by liiiul. 'I'he linn? in 
wliicli the round Irin \vas in:ide! w;is 
from Augu.st 111, to Si'ptrni ber 3, iii- 
iihisive. .Septembci- h") ;i |iiinyini'l 

a pack of uiueleen wolves, but the ani- 
mals, although apparenily liungrv. 
would not coTU-o within rille .shot. By 
Septomber "JO it was concluded that, as 
the teniperatiiro was but 10 dogreos be- 
low zero, the party was in the midst of 
an Indian stimitier. Tlie incri.'tising 
colli, however, soun drovi! llie members 
of the party imloors, alliiotigii the out- 
door work W!is still prosecuted vigor- 
ously. Tliu working jtarty were bank- 
ino- the house and piling and covering 
up the provisions and commissary 
stores. Tho scientilic corps wi^ro 
hourly observing b;irometers, Iher- 
luouieters, and tide gauge, wtitcliinL' 
tho vagaries of tlie magnet, tiiid m:tk- 
ing photographs. By Sitpiember 'I'A, 
wolves hiitl located thoniselves near 
tho station, their prey being musk 
oxon. A wolf v.';"ighin_' eighty one 
pounds, and having ••long white fur, 
sparsely intermingled on llit! back with 
black hiiir." was sliot ainiusi from the 
door of the St atioii, wlicre it liatl tioiibt- 
less been attrat.-ted by the pangs of 
hunger. The animal nu'asur'.nl livo 
foot nine inches from nosoiotip of tail, 
and stood thirty-three inches high. 
"Wo wore," writes Sergt. Rici!, 
"stnii'k with the great re.seni bl :ini;i! lo 
our ilogs, and could readily aecepi lln; 
theory tli:it the Msiiuimiiiix dog is only 
a doniestieateil v.'olf. I'hi! tracks of 
both are .similar, and the only ilill'er- 
once that wo could dettict was in size." 

On September 24 LieuU Lock wood, 
with four men, wont with provisions to 
department "li," near Capo Boochy, 
and three days later returned with a 
section of a largo and vvell-itresorved 
piece of driftwood, thirty U:oX long :ind 
ten inches in diameter, that had been 
found in St. Patritik's bay. The 
Fahrenheit scale showed iIks following 
thcrmomotrio scile for September: 
Moan tompcraturo, 10.11; maximum 8U, 
and minimum lU. l. October opened 
with cloudy, dn^ary weather, and on 
the second day of the month the ther- 
mometer showed the remarkable 
change in tenii)eratiire of L'2 di'greo.i, 
from 9 degrei^s above to l:i.,'3 below. 
On Oeloljer ■! "a be;LUtiful hiilo ucetJin- 
panied the sun all d:iy, and in the 
evening mock moons were observed. 
These Arctic phenomena wore of fre- 
quent occurrence during tlie tiutumn."' 
During this tiim: the liMiiperaLiire out- 
sUIb was '2\ antl (legrei!s, and tluring 
October consitlm'able snow fell, though 
this did not prevtnit small ijarlie.s from 
boiug on tlio hunt almost all the time 
to Capo Baird and the Bellows for 
musk-ox moat. Mount Ovitus was 
also ascended, though this w;is attend- 
ed witli iiiueli dinieiiity, a.s it risc\s 
above the snow vtilleys ;iiiil clill's 2,(11)0 
feet. "Tlioro was," writes .Sergt. 
Rice, "soiuothiiig uwfiil in the im- 
pressive scene of desolation spread 
around. No sign of animal or yogo- 
tablo life — bare, desolate, and chtioiic; 
'a world unlinished by the htind of lis 
creator;' and sutdi siltnieid I am sure 
that ordinary quiet would have been 
an uproar compared to that which sur- 
roundetl us. Eugene Aram should 
have been trans])orled by tho poet lo 
Riioli a ])laee to give full play to his 
study of a guilty consciencit. All this 
while the sun had bet n grailually cur- 
tailing its liglil, and on (leUjljor M it 
dis!ipp(!ai-ed fur l:i(i diivs. and in de- 
scriljing this (di.'tiigu tiio iliary reads: 
"\Vn all rushetl out at noun, ;tiid, sure 
enough, 'Old Sol' only showed part of 
his disk for a few momenta, sorinkliug 
tho ice and snow with silver and crys- 
tals, and tliiMi sank hi/.ily btiek in a 
hoauti^ul gltjw of warm, rosy colors. 
It was ono of tho few glorious pictures 
vouchsafed the Arctic sojournt'r, but 
Olio which carried with it too many 
shadows as we thought of tho night of 
months when oven tho recreant sun 
leaves antl is away with our absent 
friends at homo. Then succeeded a 
soft, musty, |>e;i,rly Iwilighl, merging a 
few hours hittn- Into darkness, and 
each day the twiliglit decreitsed until, 
a week later, Jupiter, Arcturus, C:i- 
polla, ant! Alphti Geiuiuorum twinkled 
dimly at mid-day. In a few days thoy 
were joined by Mars, Pol.tris. Vega, 
Castor anil Pollux, and the ("ygni." 
Tlie light w:is still .siiflii'lent lo eii;ible 
short irip.s lobe m:iiie. One parly had 
gone to 15oechy and built :t coniniodioiis 
snow-flioiisu for the accommodation of 
nrospectivo sledge parlies. Others 
had mined coals and taken them to 
Cape Miirchison. Fourteen days afier 
the sun had disappeared .Sergt. Rice 
tested the active power of the solar 
light hy exposing a sonsilivi^ jiiioto- 
graphic plate — ouo of Carbult's dry 
platus — for an hour at noon, ami got :i 
very distinct impression of a landscape. 
Tho same experiment was ropoaied 
with almost as good a result the next 
spring, SGventecm il.nys before tho ro- 
appear.Tnco of the sun. The uiini- 
miun teiupcraturo for October was — 
3!.l, ivitli a m<:;in range of— D.'i. Those 
liguros wero iioleil from hmirly obser- 
vations, and wore duly corrected so as 
to show accuracy. — iV. Y, Herald.

/;'agqit,^oV result of his public exhibition at 
Sandy Hook declared to the world that a 
now and powerful forcu had boon broayht 
uudur man's dDininion. The iiivoiitor uf 
tho' process cliiiina that the new iiiotivo 
power will entirely suporsedo atsani and 
will revolutionize the industrial world. 
The mysterious otheric force was used in 
the experiment as a means of projectin<; a 
ball from ajjiiu. The appliance la thus 
described : 

It was-a little thing upon wheels like a 
cannon, voi-y heavy in the breech and with 
a thin barrel about a foot lonir. Hy its 
side lay two heavy iron cylinders, one of 
one gallon and the oiher of five gallon 
capacity. Kroni these cylindora to the 
roar of the gun ran a strong hollow wire 
as thick as a lead pencil. Tliu bore in 
the wire was not lari^e eiieiiyh to admit a 
knitting needle. It was through this 

. ismall wire pipe that the energy, or force, 
or 'inysterious something was admitted to 
the gun. The cylinders liatl been stored 
with tlio 'etherio furoo' lit Mr. Keoly'.H 
workshop in I'hihulelphia and he lr,i<! 
brought them with him toilio range. The 
lliin wire pipe ran from the cyliiider.s to 
the breech of the gun and by turning a 
trigger or valve the force passed like liglit 
ning through the four feet of hollow wire 
into the gun, discharging the bullet. Tlie 
gun WHS a little Dver an inch Ixjre and 
throw a ball of \ti\il weighing half ii p(nind. 

. or a steel conical bullet much heavier. It 
was loaded by putting first a rubber wad 
and then the bullet. 

The hall was thrown a distance of 500 
yards through a three inch plunk and half 
way thr<mgh another. Jt ccsta next to 
nothing to produce this force which can 
be applied to any of tliu purposes for 
whicii steam is used, beside its use for 
military purposes as illustrated. I\lr. 
Keely promises tn give his secret to the 
world in six weeks and it will be a matter 
of universal interest whether the inven- 
tion proves a failure or a wnuderful huc 
cess.

On receiving this in- 
formation I jjaid a visit to oar jail for tlie 
purpose of finding out if such information 
was oorrect, and in conversation with Mr. 
Hutchinson, the faithful jailer, f learnt to 
my regret that there was one rule for the 
■white man and a dilicrent rule for theChiua- 
man; but the Chinaman had the Ixist of it. 

I said to the jailer : Do the rules of the 
jail call for cutting every prisoner's hair 
short? Answer — Yen; everyone that conie.s 
[ in with hard labor. What is the object o( 
ithiBralo? Answer — Cleanliness. Do yon 
considei snch a rule necessary? Answer — 
I do most decidedly. Do you ciit every 
Chinaman's hair who comes in with liard 
labor? Answer — No; bnt we used to, until 
the order was given not to apply tbo riilu lo 
Chinese prisonL-rs. Don't you coii.sidL-r it 
necesHary to appb' tliesiiinc nilt; to Cljiuese 
as you do to white lacu? Answer — Ves; 
more HO, the Chinese as a nile are dirtier 
abont their heads than white men are; only 
a few days ago we had two Chinese i)risoni!rs 
come in and thoir heads were literally alive 
with vermin. Did you not cut their hair 
- Answer — Ko. And do these Chinese mi.\ 
with the white prisoners? Answer — Ves; 
they work with them. 

Mr. Editor, this condition of things 
should not be allowed to ocutinne; it is a 
disgrace to the authorities, whoever they 
may be, that gave ortler.s to the jailor not to 
apply the same rule to Chinese as to white 
men. I hope sir, that orders will be given 
to have this [irisoii rule enforced, or else 
wipe It out altogether.

THE ASCENT OF MOUNT 
BAKER. 

Mr. V. V. I.owe Explaincs. 

ViftTOKi.t, Oct. 0th. 
.In your issuo of the Ath you insert an 
article of Mr. C<doman's in which he es- 
tablishes hia claim and that of his coai- 
panious aa thu tirst to make the ascent of 
Mt. Baker. Throughout hia article .Mr. 
Ooleniaii creates tho iin[iressiun that 1 
have done him and his party an injustice 
in casting doubtB as to his trip, and by 
saying that many thought said trip to be 
a fraud. I therefore desire to nuike an ex- 
planation, and as far as possible remove 
any doubts in tho matter. I will state 
that if 1 had any intention to assume to 
myself credit that properly belonged to 
another, I certainly would not have took 
occasion to have referred in my article to 
the trip of Mr. Coleman and party that 
was made IG years ago. If tbere is a 
.shadow of a doubt it lies in the fact that 
tho event happened so long ago that few, 
except tho actual witnesaei, live to re 
member it. It has always been tho gon- 
oral impression of the people of this vicin- 
ity that the ascent of jMount Baker was 
an impossible feat. ]t was this imprea 
aiiiii that actuated our party to demon- 
strate that it was a possibility and could 
bo accomplished, but only with the great- 
est of diiliculty. It is claimed that no 
Indian over climbed to the suunnit, 
doubtless because of some superstitions 
belief in tho supernatural powi-roftlie 
evil one. as they call it, of which they 
stand in awe and mortal dre.-ul. I haeo 
never read Mr. Coleman's account of his 
tri[> in Harper's I\loulhly, and am there- 
fore unable to confirm any of his state 
ments. I am personally acquainted with 
Mr. Bennett and Rlr. Teniiaut , two of 
the party th.at was was with Mr. t'oloiiiaii 
in his tirst trip in the year DStiS. i\lr. 
'ruiiiKUit is a local Methodist preacher, 
and resides on his farm at Kerndule, W. 
T. INIr. Benniilt owns a mnsery and 
farm <in Helliiighain Hay. Tb-^y are both 
gentlemen i 'f undi>iibted veracity. In 
Mr. Coleman's lirst trip to Mount ISnkor 
Mr. Ileiuiett claims ho wa.s lugliorthau 
any of the i>arty. lie saiil hu c.iuie to a 
perpendicular wall, 'M feet in height that 
was impossible to get over. lie clauns 
they made a mistake in not branching oil 
a mile further below and make Iheaseont 
mure to the north siile ot the tnoinitain 
t<iward.s the divide, bi^tween the snowy 
and rocky domes; he thought that was the 
only passable route, and even then it 
yvould re((uiro about ;tOO steps to bo cot in 
the ice with an axe to make the ascent 
Mr. Bennett said he did not asceixl the 
inonnlain in the following ye.ar, ISIil), 
and o.i-.ild not .sv.-ear tl„a Mr. Cdoru.iii 
and |)arty reiiclied its summit. Me did 
not even mention to mo the names of Mr. 
'riiomas iStrattan and David Ogilvie as 
two of the party. In my former article 1 
credited to Mr. Tennant with saying that 
the jjiirty reached the summit in their 
aecciiid attempt in ISIjO. When 1 said 
that it was in-t known that any uther trip 
was succe.-sfully made except that of our 
party. I meant to c>iiivey the idea that 
the Coleman [larty was an exception, and 
the otdy one on record. In cimelusion I 
have to say that 1 htive no reason to doubt 
the chum of i\Ir. Coleman. 'I'ho gentle- 
men composing the party, so far aa 1 
know, are of gooilly report, and honesty 
being the best, it will be of no benetit to 
me to rob them of any prestige or glory 
that la part of their reward.

A CASE IN POINT. 

An Australian View of the 
Royal Metals. 

THEY I>0 nOT I'ASS WITH 
THi: l..li>DS.

There is another subject before tho 
Legislature — the council have it before 
them at present — which is being watched 
with interest not only by all the miners 
in tliese colonies, but by many tlumaands 
of others. It is the great and ever-recur- 
ring iiuestiou of mining on private pro 
perty. Tho question is really as interest- 
ing to lawyers as to laymoa, so oloaely in- 
volving as it does tho rights of the crown. 
Chamberlayiie in hia "Magna) IJritaniiiif 
Notitia," (edition 171)7), a work often 
quoted by Lord iMacaulay, says, page 17, 
"All gold and silver mines in whoso 
ground soever they are found ; Royal 
tishes, as whalen, sturgeons, dolphins, Ac ; 
lioyal fowl, as swans not marked, and 
swimming at liberty on tho river, belong 
to the Kiii,i4." ^)o, also, say all the law- 
yers; and tbo foundation fiu- this portion 
of prerogative is said to be that tho moat 
excellent of everything nnist belong to 
the King. Satisfactory or not as this ohi 
feudaljdoctrine nmy bo to the moderns, no 
thing IS clearer law than that all the geld 
and silver under Victorian soil is ))riinar 
ily the properly of the Crown; ami on tbe 
strength of this position it is that every 
digger pays an anninil license fee to the 
Crown, without which he can have no 
lonin utiuuli in any Court in which he may 
bring a miner's suit. Now, as your .Aii.s- 
tralian readers know, many of the richest 
and moat [iroductivo iniiiea in this and in 
the neighboring cidonie.i are under priv.ito 
lands. These lands in ovoi-y in.tlaiiee 
have passed from the Crown merely as 
land, often at no miU'e than the nominal 
price of a pimnd sterling an acre. The 
LTold and silver have not passed together 
with the land. lint inasmuch as A cai< 
not go <jn to ll's land to dig for gold, or 
for any other ]iur|ioae, aojuu.sl. llui will of 
the owner without committing a trespass, 
it has resulted that agreements have been 
made between landowners and miners 
under which tho minors have been allow- 
ed to dig for and win tho precious metal, 
paying therefor such proportion of tlui 
i;old to the landowner as lie may bargain 
for. Strangely enough this proportion 
has always been '"a royalty," and Brown, 
dimes, and llobinson, and all thu rest of 
the people who happen to be in possiasioii 
of .auriferous or argentiferous lauds, are 
so many little self-constituted kings, and 
have been pocketing the (Jueen's gold and 
silver fm- all the years since tho g(dd dis- 
coveries ivitluiut having paid afathing fur 
either metal. Your readers will he as- 
tonished at the extract appended, which 
is only a sample of the pleasant game 
which is going on in favor of the lucky 
landowners. The enclosed cutting is 
from the .Ago newspaijer and will speak 
for itself. It will surprise some of thu 
best informed even of your Australian 
readeJfl, and English landowners will 
envy our appropriatora of the Royal min 
erals, who pocket immense suma foi lil- 
lowiitg some niaignihcant portion of, gen- 
erally speaking, a very large estate to lii; 
mined by hard-working diggers. It is 
said "a man cannot havo his cake and 
oat it too," but these royalty extractors 
do something quite aa good, if not better 
than such a feut; they have their caku 
(tlieir land) and eat the Itoyal cake too, 
to which they have no more ri;4ht than 
any other person in the conniiunity. I 
commend to your readers an examination 
of the niatances on which tho Ago writer 
conimoDts, for the results concern thou- 
sands of British as well as Australian 
pockets. Take more especially the very 
lirat case on the bat, the Port Phillip anil 
Chines Company. This is an i;xclnaively 
English eoiiipany, which for more than a 
quarter of u cent ury has been ably and 
prolitably managed by Mr. liland, the 
highly respectable and competent agentof 
the company in Victoria. Tho mine is 
on private property. That property was 
a mere sheep run before theg(dd discover- 
ies; and even tho auriferous portion cost, 
1 believe, only Honio 20s. an acre. It will 
be observed that tho so-called royalty 
paid by the com[)any to the freeholder lias 
been 10 and 7i per cent, on tho gross 
yield of gidd, that is to Siiy that the latter 
gets his large perceut.agt! out of all that 
comes from the bowels of 'he land, quite 
independent of and free from tho very 
heavy wages and other numerous expuu- 
sea incurred in bringing tho metal to thu 
surface. 

Carefully examined, this is more than a 
merely colonial (1 iieslion. It i.s an Im- 
|,erial ono. Of course a 10 per cent, roy- 
alty lui the gross [irotits will often swallow 
up the whole of tlie net profits of a mine; 
that is to say, tho profits which should 
ensile to tho nharoholdors of the mine 
after all the expenses of working it. are 
paid up. Thus, as the Age writer status, 
in one year the Cliines mine paid the 
whole of the pndlts to the freeholders, 
and in another tho royalty was I'lli jier 
cent, on the prolits iii the anne, and as a 
conseipiencu the mine was on the point of 
being stopped a disaster which was only 
prevented by an iniiirr viuiient in the 
yiehl. Xow. these eru.ihiiig royalities 
extorted, and p(;riii it ted to he extorted, 
by the very opposite of IJcjyal personages, 
an; thus iir.posed for allowing thu miner 
to break ground at all; but as there 
is such a thing known to llu; law aa 
"a way of necessity," and further, as ad- 
niilledly Ihe precious metals h(;l(]iig to tli<; 
Crown, the Crown should hy itself, or it.s 
duly authori/ied sigonts, have the right (by 
analogy to "a way of necessity") of get- 
ting lo its own, and not only of doing so 
but also of getting for public purposes, 
if not the wlndi;, at any rale a very suli 
staiitial part of tliat which now goes inl<i 
llu; pockets of the freehiddcrs. Of 
course, no om; coiileiiils,or thinks of con- 
tending, tliat miners or any i.>no else shall 
have tho right of breaking the soil of any 
private land without jirevious paying or 
ample security of jiaying for the valiin 
of the land thus broken, geiioially (as I 
have said) very small in quantity; hut it 
is contended that such ;ui anomaly iia the 
Royal property being thuu coolly reduced 
inti.i possession by anti-Royal appropria- 
te rs, who have never paid a farthing for 
it, should at onco be put an end to by 
by the Legislature. As nught have been 
expected, wo hear much from the free 
holders about tho inviolability of property 
and so on — an argument which cuts both 
ways, for the Crown as for the landown- 
er. Tho latter urges that no legislation 
is required, as agrojinents between him- 
self (ho H.aya) and the miners have worked 
very well for many years. This is very 
true to tho extent that such agreementH 
have worked wonderfully well for the 
landowners. Miners and mining com- 
panies feelingly know tho difference. Aa 
an immouse amount of virgin auriferuuii 



land is still in private hands, and tho 
yield from tho known unalienated Crown 
lands is year by year falling otl", this ques- 
tion of mining inidor private lands is be- 
coming day by dayof more pressing import- 
ance. Undor tho present system it ia a 
case of "hoads, tho landowners wins; 
tails, tho minora loses." Tho landowner 
will never be such a fool aa to sink shafts 
and make drives and galleries under his 
own land at his own expense, ivith a 
problematical re.-ult after all, wdiiiii he 
can get the smui works executed at thu 
expense of the digger, hugely guiding by 
auocesa.aud as certainly avoiding any 
loss in the event of failure. lu these 
days of talk about possible gold famines 
the bill now before ouroounoil tfomroaiids 
vastly more interest than tho samo kind 
of nieaauro did only a few years back.

Lon'hon, Oct. 5.— Lord Salisbury, the 

Tory leader in the house of lords, began 
a canqiaign of stump speeches in Scotland, 
as an antidote to tlladstone's, Wednesday. 
His probable reception in Sterling county 
ia foreshadowed by an occurrence to-day 
at K.ilkirk. There was a largo deniou- 
stratioii in that city in faVor of thafrun- 
cbise bill. The principal feature of tho
